flealth Center on Thursday,
'rom 1 to 7 p.m." announced
Earl W. Kendrick, Torrance
District Health Officer, Los
Angeles County Health De­
partment. The x-ray hours
have been extended to serve
the health needs of those
who are unable to atlend the
daytime x-ray clinic of the
Health Department.

Dr. Kendrick reminds all
adults that the Health De­
partment recommends an­
nual chest x-rays. "An annual
chest x-ray is a means to the
detection of tuberculosis ai
well a« other chest diseases,'

he stated. "Early detection | Bay beginning Feb. 21.
of tuberculosis is extremely
important for effective treat­
ment of the disease. Chest x-
rays are given to persons
over IS years of age, and tu­ 
berculin skin tesls are used
for TB detection for persons
under fifteen.

Dr. Kendrick concluded
that regular check-ups in­
cluding tuberculin skin tests
or chest x-rays plus adequate
living space, food, rest, and
exercise are important fac­
tors in preventing and con­
trolling tuberculosis.
